Summary of Exceptions 
University of Illinois - Chicago 
33-R-0018 


I he Institutional Animal Care and Use Committee of the University of Illinois - 
Chicago has approved an exception to the minimum space requirements in Subpart D 
Section 3.80 Primary Enclosures of the Standards promulgated to implement the 
Animal Welfare Act for the temporary housing of male and female baboons (Papio sp.). 
I he exception granted was that the male cage does not have to provide twice the minimal 
area required to house one animal during periods of breeding. This exception is for the 
period or time that a female baboon is placed in the male’s cage for the purpose of 
breeding. This period generally does not exceed five days and the male cage contains 15 
sq. ft. The exception was granted because the housing is only temporary in nature, and it 
is generally accepted practice for many species that the female is taken to the male’s cage 
for breeding. It is the consensus of the veterinary staff that the current system provides 
adequate space for animals to engage in species specific interactive behaviors. During 
the last year, 9 animals were temporarily housed under this exception. 

The Institutional Animal Care and Use Committee of the University of Illinois - Chicago 
has approved an exception for the requirements in Subpart A Section 3.80 Exercise for 
Dogs of the Standards promulgated to implement the Animal Welfare Act. The 
exception granted was that dogs maintained in radioisotope containment pens for the 
support of a specific radioisotope project would not be exercised though the pens were 
less than twice the minimum floor space required by 3.6(c)(1) of Subpart A. The 
exception was granted because of the physical properties of the radioisotope, duration of 
half-life, concern regarding environmental/facility contamination and that the 
containment pens in which the dogs under this exception were maintained were within 
0.2 - 1.0 sq. ft. of the minimum requirement to preclude the necessity to institute an 
exercise program. Seven dogs were maintained under this exception for approximately 
10 weeks. Animals under this exception were monitored by the veterinary staff during the 
course of the project and no health or behavioral problems were noted.

Thus fluids are sometimes restricted to the study sessions, where the 
animals are able to obtain fluids to satiety. The condition of the animals is closely monitored. They readily 
adapt to this schedule during active study periods. At other time fluids are provided continuously.

Variance: Water is removed from the animals 7-10 hours prior to testing, thus water is not available at all 
times. 

Rationale: The experimental design requires the animals to work for a juice reward by following a spot of 
light visually. Mild thirst increases the animals’ interest and is not detrimental. Water is promptly returned 
following testing and animals are not allowed to become dehydrated.

A 
small number are subjected to visual impairment through the use of opaque contact lenses. 

Rationale: Taller cages are not required for these diminutive animals, and the shorter cages are actually 
beneficial in that they permit the animals to reach and climb about on the cage lids. Cooler temperatures 
and controlled food and water are employed to produce the normal physiological changes which occur in 
these Siberian-native species in their natural habitat. Their health is closely monitored and no deleterious 
effects have been obseived.
